The  ill  8u**eess  and  final  fall  of  the  Pio¬ 
neer  line,  convinced  the  OrthiKlox  of  their 
want  of  further  strength,  before  they  could 
accomplish  tlieir  purposes,  and  the  kn**ll  ol 
ita  death  had  no  sooner  died  upon  the  brta  ze, 
than  they  immeihati'Jy  coinmencisl,  with  re¬ 
newed  zeal,  and  ri*donhl*'d  etlort,  their  revi¬ 
val  oiierations.

.ni*l  over  again,  in  liie  regions  where  these 
revi**i!s  [>revt.ii.  'i'iie  tr*ni|iies  of  m  arly 
••very  n  vital  are  numerous  e«uiv*>r;s  from 
I’iiiversuh-*m.  In  Ijimu,  Livingston  eo., 
w*:*_*re  the  Oithodox,  twowr  eks  siiire,  elo- 
•>1,1  n  fair-  ttoys'  iii-'ctiiig  wlii«*li  hisi«*d  only 
t.ee.'r**  df’.ye,  it  was  reporti'd  tli**y  had  c<m- 
verled  *iin ,  or  more  i  niversulists  to  their 
(iiilh.  Ibii  the  report  is  fa'se  to  the  very 
letter.  .\ni!  th«*y  will  not  jierliujis  sd*!  imire 
thiui  twenty  to  their  church,  mosiiy  f**mah*s, 
and  a  mere  trill**  to  the  s'lpjwrt  of  their 
ininisisr.  In  liristol,  (Inlario eo.,  where  a 
nine  day  »  mcetinp  was**lo«e*l  by  the  Ortho¬ 
dox,  last  week,  frrrn  I'nivneuliKle  were 
said  to  have  been  eoiiverli*d.  Hut  this  re¬ 
port,  also,  is  absolutely,  and  wholly  untrue. 
!•  or  some  montlisls*li>rr  1  iwelnsl  this  1*111****, 
from  Porlliuid,  Me.,  a  report  was  exten¬ 
sively  spread,  that  I  had  reiiuuiic(xl  my  lie- 
lief  in  Uuiversalism,  joiiu'd  an  Orttuulox 
i*hiirrh.  and  was  about  to  return  to  this  eouii- 
try  t'l  rontil.'.rwork  the  inlluemx*  of  the  fatal 
error,  I  ha<l  formerly  spr**ad  among  the  p*s>- 
|>lc.  'I’hr  rcfiorl  tea*  tlarlcd  by  thoge  trho 
profegfed  la  be.  Chriftiane.  And  it  was 
stilted  ns  having  come  so  ilireet  from  me. 
nii*l  WHS  so  well  niuniige<l,  that  about  all  ibe 
Orlhialox,  and  many  *jf  iiiy  own  rc'ligions 
friends  lMdievi*d  it  was  true!  i  liar,'  larn 
tolil,  that  some  Orthodox  iiiemhers  of  noted 
piety,  iWlarcd  they  had  st'en  iny  letter  »sin- 
laitiiiig  niy  renunciation  of  Uni  verbalism  ! 
Those  who  were  sinciTi*  in  Irelieving  tin 
story  of  my  eoiuersion,  laudoil  me  “long 
and  loud,’’  ntiH  txdeulatnl  to  have  glorious 
times  when  I  should  n'liini.  I  lliaiikthein 
for  their  coiiiplimenis,  so  fir  as  tluinks  an* 
due.  Hnt  I  ho|>e  they  will  nut  now  slander 
me,  sc**ing  tlioy  have  fouiul  out  their  mis¬ 
take. 

What  I  have  statt'd  respccling  the  <v)n- 
versioiis  of  Universalists  to  tlm  Ortlioflox 
faith,  the  public  may  rely  upon  as  the  truth. 
And  from  th*;sp  facts  will  ap(>ear  the  im 
portaiuie  of  reeeiviug  revival  reports  Witli 
great  <aiution.  They  *»niiot  be  dcpcnd*sl 
on.  Kvery  thinking  mind  may  *;asily  por- 
crivo  the  object  of  reporting  the  tonveraion 
of  Universalist  ministers,  and  eminent 
niemls’rs  of  the  onler.  When  a  tcrrifiiai 
assi'mbly  hear  such  st*n*i**8  told  by  Ortliodox 
preachers,  as  true,  iiesirly  every  one  is  rea¬ 
dy  to  exclaim—"  Well,  if  so  many  have  re- 
uouiicchI  that  doctrine,  who  would  not  give 
it  up?  Who  can  believe  or  defend  it  ?  Oh. 
1  would  not  ladieve  it  fur  the  world !  1  will 
never  hear  it  preach***!  again.”  This  is  the 
design,  and  this  the  rfiect,  for  a  time.  Hut 
how  must  these  clerical  re|H>rt*rs  stand  in 
the  eMiiinution  of  lliidr  oiu'o  dolud«al  friends, 
and  of  Ihe  public,  w  hen  the  fads,  in  many 
e.asi's,  e()nvi**t  them  of  naked  untruth  ?  W^ill 
the  (luhlic  still  (xiuiitenanec,  foster,  emhnitx* 
and  sustain  them,  in  th**ir  wild  and  unjiis- 
iiliablc  eurt'cr?  And  that  l*)o,  when  tb*ir 
HU^achicN  uui  :u><l  anti  rwpuUican  plots  oan  no 


longer  be  coiu'fcaled  ?  Aii*l  taipeeially,  ixiii 
the  lilwral  part  of  eommuiiitj  put  tl*e  leosl 
etinfideiie*'  in  their  re|>orts  *lr  pret«'nsions? 

1  have  no  *1esire  to  forestal  public  opin¬ 
ion,  and  discourage  Mr.  Hwight,*  nor  in¬ 
jure  the  credit  of  his  promised  volume  of 
Uiiiv**rsaIiHt  rciiuueintio.is.  We  wish  to 
luur  iht'  truth  on  tiiia  subject,  the  whole 
truth,  and  nothing  hut  the  truth.  But  if  ih** 
Ortlmdox  should  prove  Uuiversalism  false 
from  .Mr.  H.’s  Ixiok,  we  hope  th**y  will  not 
blame  us,  if  we  should  issue  pri>ti*isuls,  and 
publish  a  volume  which  w  ill  as  fully  refute 
tiie  seniimeiiLs  of  the  OrtliiHlox,  and  inti- 
nit«*ly  mor«;  so,  Hi'aides,  we  may  gel  abun- 
dBn*x;  of  help  on  this  sul>j*x;t.  TiuKisanda 
*if  theCirthodox  have  renounce*!  their  opin- 
i  ions,  and  lH*(Xiiiie  Vnitarians,  and  Metiio- 
liista,  and  Clhrixlians,  ik.e.  Now,  **aeh  of 
I  tiu'se  sects  might  publish  a  liotik,  rontain- 
I  iiig  reiiuncialioiis.  as  well  as  iMr.  Dwight, 
and  each  one  w«»uld  prove  just  ns  inucli 
Hi'niiist  Orthodojy,  as  Mr.  I). ’swill  against 
Universalistn.  Hut  we  will  wait.  He  may 
get  some  splendid  contrihiitioiis.  We  arc 
ghiil  he  h:is  undertaken  the  work,  for  hilh- 
orlo  not  a  single  report  has  skhkI  tlio  test  of 
in*)uiry.  We  do  protest  against  unfairne«w 
Slid  fsIseluKvl.  ami  we  have  unifiimily  eall- 
(xl  for,  and  d**sirnd  to  know  the  truth,  but 
wc  have  rail*'*!  in  vain.  And  we  must, 
thinigb  with  di*ep  relurtaiu'a,  conrxsle,  that 
if  the  public  will  not  op*'ii  th*nr  ey«*s  to  the 
rruiilsthat  arc  praetis*'*!  by  professed  CMirta- 
liiii’.s,  for  religions  iiurimscs — and  if  tli**y 
will  enuntenam'e  their  Iricks  and  flagrant 
falsehoods,  in  isindueting  aiul  ri'porting  re¬ 
vivals,  there  is  not  a  naleeming  spirit  in  Uie 
land.

And  1  gave  them  the  up|M>rtunity 
of  repeating  in  my  presemce  what  they  had 
utten^  in  my  abwnce ;  aud  they  had  the 
base  elTroiitcry  to  represent  me.  la  fore  the 
throne  eternal,  and  in  presence  of  many 
witnesaoN.  as  aheuvcii-daring.  impious,  hell- 
deserving  deceiver  and  destroyer  of  souls— 
us  a  blind  leader  of  the  blind,  who  had 
doubtlessly  commitleil  tlic  unpardonable  sin. 
and  made  a  U>ague  with  the  devil,  sealing 
bis  eternal  damnation  sure — and  brought 
m-aiy  uvusHtiotis  against  me  that  were  not 
only  absolutely  false,  lait  too  shocking  to  nar¬ 
rate.  1  aski^  the  privilege  of  retiuning 
my  thanks  for  their  kindness,  and  an  oppor- 
luiiity  of  ex|>ressing  iiiy  feelings  to  'he  peo¬ 
ple  relative  to  the  mailers  end  things  ;  but 
was  uiicourttmualy  denied — how  rliuriUihle ! 
bow  generous  !  how  lilH^rul !  Wh'it  meek¬ 
ness,  humilitv.  candor,  and  Christiiinlike 
tcmfier ! ! !  VVhen  questioned  coiici'ming 
the  propriety  of  venting  their  venomous 
spleen  in  odious  names,  vitnpemti  >'i,  and 
C4ilumny,  they  answered  “  they  were  dis- 
churgiiig  the  functions  of  their  oflice.

Thus  you  see,  I  "both labor,  and  sufler 
repronrh,  because  I  trust  in  tlie  loving  Gini 
who  IS  the  t^aviour  of  all  men,  csjiecially 
those  Uiat  believe.”  Hut  iiisteuil  of  redu¬

Hv  the  untiring  efforts  of  several  acels  of 
(trofessing  ('hristiaiis,  a  number  of  semina¬ 
ries  have  lieeii  esiidilislied  in  tlie  state  ot 
.\ew-\ork,  mostly  or  exelusivily  with  u 
view  to  the  cdvcalton  of  younfc  nun  for  thr 
minhtry.  These  institutions  ciiilirace,  as 
a  part  of  tlieir  plan,  the  act  umuldtioii  of  suf- 
fieiciit  funds  to  confer  a  pratuitous  cilueii- 
iion.  The  means  rt-sorled  to  for  the  attain¬ 
ment  of  these  funds — if  they  have  been  ho¬ 
nest,  have  not  alway  s  been  the  most  lionor 
able,  aiul  applied  iii  the  |iroiiiisi  nous  man¬ 
ner  they  have  been,  their  iK-netits  have  not 
always  readied  the  most  prop«r  objects. — 
Tlie  idle,  the  (Nilitic,  or  the  ignornnt  have, 
ill  too  many  itistaiiees,  been  the  pani[)ered 
reciiiieiiLs  of  a  inisplaeed  charily,  whidi  the 
iiiodest  couM  lu  ver  ask,  and  the  iridepvii 
dent  mil'  led  never  consent  to  riri  ivc. 

The  knowledge  of  these  fael.s,  lias  cn-ated 
H  very  natund  and  general  prejudice  agaiiisi 
all  similar  instiiuiiuns.  The  eonsequeiiee

the  (’entrtil  Assoeiution,  in  the  esuhlish- 
rnent  of  the  eonteinplutisl  seininary  at  Clin¬ 
ton,  ucu-d  without  any  reft  reriee  to  tlie  pos- 
-ihility  of  conferring  ii  griitnitoiis  education. 
All  that  Isidy  intended,  is  most  dearly  ex¬ 
pressed  ill  tile  printed  iiiiniites  id'  its  (iro- 
eeciliiigs,  and  merely  embraces  tlie  istah- 
lishment  ofu  Literary  Iiistitulioii  where  tlie 
aonji  and  duVfrhtt  ra  of  the  good  eili'Aiis  of 
this  country  may  receive  an  edueatioii  suit 
<.“d  to  their  resjaelive  sitnuti(>n>,  free  from 
the  annoyance  of  sectarian  iiilrusieii,  and 
e.\empt  tfoin  the  neeessiiy  of  learning  the 
maxims  of  a  sectarian  crei  d,  and  where 
young  men  wishing  to  prtpart  for  the  mi¬ 
nistry  of  recoiieiliation,  may  ol-iuin  the  re- 
quisit.  lit-'rurif  qiialifiei.tion.s  in  tlie  same 
niHiiner.  and  on  the  same  terms,  as  others — 
by  paying  for  Uieir  tuition,  without  incur¬ 
ring  the  eonU-mpt  and  re|iroHeh  of  their  in¬ 
structors  oil  account  of  their  faith.

stigator  :  or  if  wi‘  exert  ourselves  in  disi-o- 
vering  his  im/»e»y«r//oiiji  with  a  ileieruiiiia- 
tion  U)  expose  them  w  hen  we  sliall  again 
hiair  him  pniisisJ,  ri'collect  that  this  is  the* 
suggistion  of  envy,  and  that  such  feelmgs 
are  the  iN-giiinings  of  h-mptation  ;  and  forth¬ 
with  form  the  resolution  tu  Its-I  and  act  mure 
generous  in  future.  It  would  la*  well  for 
us  to  rrnienilMT,  tliat  if  the  merit,  the  just 
Jiraisc,  or  the  prospi'rity  of  others,  givt  s  us 
pain,  it  is  biH'iiuse  we  are  inferior  to  them. 
Then  instead  of  la  iiig  displeasid  and  dis- 
i*oneert«d  at  their  giaidiiess  or  prospi-rity, 
let  us  at  once  come  to  the  detenniimtiuii  to 
be  like  them. 

If  we  ehaiicc  tolielreati'd  unkindly  by  our 
fellow-beings,  or  ridiculed  by  them  uitliuiit 
pruvocatioii,  it  reflects  dishonor  ii|hiu  them, 
but  no  disi-risht  ii|miii  u».  \S  here  iiiisfor- 
tmu'suf  any  kind  are  not  owing  to  oiir  own 
Ciult,  we  ought  nev*T  to  regard  them  as  a 
disgrui-e,  neither  w  ill  they  ever  be  so  regard- 
nl  hy  the  philosopher  or  the  true  Christian. 
Hut  to  conclude. — 'I'lie  word  of  (lud,  the 
necessitiisi  of  mail,  and  the  nature  and  fit¬ 
ness  of  things,  require  that  wc  should  Imj  sin¬ 
cere  in  our  words,  o(H‘n  and  generous  heart- 
rd,  kind  to  our  tspiuls,  resiieetful  and  oIn'- 
dieiit  to  our  siqieriors,  CK(M'eiHlly  those  who 
administer  the  govermneiit,  that  we  preserve 
11  eoiistant  sense  of  active  goixlness,  virtue, 
and  la'nevolonee.  I'lieii  shall  we  ris<*nl)ove 
the  ineuiiness  of  cruel  envj’.  .1.  C.  jr.

You  have  lately 
held  threi'or  four  long  servieias  on  the  Sab¬ 
bath,  ami  three  nr  four  more  on  eaeh  of  four 
days  in  the  wsA,  You  entreat  all  your  so¬ 
ciety  to  attiMid,  and  hriiig  w  ith  them  as  ma¬ 
ny  of  their  friends  and  aeqiiaiiitances  as  enn 
possihly  he  urged  to  aceonqsiny  them.  You 
siqipose  that  those  memliers  of  Unitarian 
parishes  who  have  never  witnc.ssed  your  re¬ 
vival  measures,  may  be  more  easily  exeiusi 
titan  those  of  your  ow  n  hearers  who  have 
been  aeenstomeil  to  such  influenees  ?

sliuckiiig,  and  li  ri  ilic  ;  an.l  |iioiioiiiie.e  lliein 
Isitli  iiriuiterably  excrueiating  in  degree,  and 
endless  in  duration.

'■iieulous  inter|Misitiuii  of  Ueiiy  on  aeeuuiit 
of  his  o]i|Hisitiou.  You  tell  of  a  young  fe- 
iiiflle  wiio  lately  died  a  most  exerueiatiiig 
and  wretelied  death,  lasauso  she  had  for¬ 
saken  inquiry  niivliiigs.  You  meiitioii  the 
remarkable  eouvcrsioiis  of  |M'r.soiis  of  the 
least  civil  or  military  note,  in  onler  tu  prove 
that  tile  revivsil  may  extend  U'vuiid  weak 
women  and  still  weaker  men.  ^  ou  endea¬ 
vor  to  inqiress  the  eoiivietioii  that  the  Lord 
is  pri*Heut  in  a  s|u'iiiil  mnmier,  that  he  ciiii- 
iiot  l)eex|M'eled  to  ri  niaiii  long,  and  that  ma- 
tiy  of  your  hi'Hiers  will  he  dead  iH-fure  his 
return.

Those  dis|Kised  to  favor  the 
exoiiemeiit  assimilile  of  an  evening  in  u 
thinly  liglitisi  n|iartmeiit.  Much  the  larger 
(Mtriioii  of  Ihe  eom|iHny  are  femiiles.  Ei¬ 
ther  the  niiiiist<‘r  or  some  male  aasistant  paua- 
es  around  the  room,  and  w  liispi'rs  something 
into  the  ear  of  every  individual,  lie  gener¬ 
ally  ri'iieais  some  striking  |ms.sage  of  Siierip- 
tiire,  or  gives  stime  solemn  ailmoiiitiuii,  or 
utti;rs  some  awakening  truth,  or  puts  some 
startling  question,  or  prunouiieiw  some  un- 
autlioriM-d  assertion.  Hy  the  stillnoaa  and 
ileathhke  silence  of  the  scene  ;  hy  the  ghast¬ 
ly  n|>|>earanee  of  every  countenance  on 
wliieli  the  dying  light  easts  its  paleness  ;  by 
a  siitldeii  eliHiige  in  the  train  of  thought  or 
slate  of  fc'eliiig,  he  Iio|K‘S  to  excite  a  high 
d<  grei*  of  tiTror  and  agitation.  For  when 
till*  timid  subject  is  tlioronghly  frightened, 
she  can  lie  niuiildeil  at  pleasure  ;  she  can 
Is*  induced  to  make  any  nekiiovvli'dgemeiits. 
and  sign  any  confessions  and  give  lier  assent 
lo  any  ereisl,  and  adopt  any  party  nie^i- 
siires.  'I’he  whole  process  reminds  one 
mo»t  forcibly  of  the  modes  of  oiH*ration 
uiHin  those  susjiei  ted  of  wileherau  in  the 
time  of  our  fathers. 

Now  rail  you  cull  this  fourth  step  for  Uie 
promotion  of  a  revival,  a  .seriptural  mia- 
surc?  Is  it  authorized  hy  either  the  pre- 
I'cpt  or  exam|ile  of  any  inspirt'd  teacher  ? 
For  a  moment  imagine  the  lowly  Jesus  at 
such  a  meeting.  Hihold  him  enter  a  dimly 
lighted  hall,  filled  mostly  with  anxious  and 
gloomy  females.  See  him  vvhis|ter  some- 
tliiiig  to  eae.li  attentive  listener  us  he  |)ti.s.sea 
around  the  el.atiibcr.  Even  the  sup|)osilinii 
of  sueh  a  ease  is  enough  to  sliiK'k  every  se¬ 
rious  mind,  destroy  all  worthy  ewiiie(iliuiiH 
of  our  fc*uviour's  dignity  and  dilmiey,  and 
stump  wiili  reprobation  every  sueh  pris-eixl- 
iiig.  I'liii  there  be  found  a  female  of  any 
reliiieiiieiit,  of  any  sense  of  propriity,  of 
any  true  miHlesty,  of  any  Christian  humili¬ 
ty.  who  V.  oiild  submit  tu  sueh  inquirers? 
Can  then*  lie  found  a  husband  who  would 
willingly  iMTiriit  liis  boloveil  wife  to  pass 
tliroiigli  such  an  ungodly  ordi*al  ?  Can 
there  l>e  found  n'fullier  of  any  pretensions 
tu  civilization,  who  would  knowingly  ex- 
[losi*  a  daughter  to  the  operation  of  this  de¬ 
vice  of  bigotry  and  fuiiatieism  ?
